RELEASE OF FIRST 2001 CENSUS DATA 


Monday 17 June 2002 marks the launch of first release Census data with the release of 
Selected Social and Housing Characteristics, Australia (Cat. no. 2015.0). This 
publication will contain data for all Statistical Divisions and Sub-divisions in Australia. From 
10.30am, Census pages on the ABS Web Site will contain a wide range of free data 
including: 


e Basic Community Profiles for Statistical Local Areas (SLAs) and above; 
e Indigenous Profiles for ATSIC Regions and above; and 
e Census Snapshots (narrative extracts and data for each SLA in Australia).

The ABS will release two publications containing preliminary Estimated Resident Population 
(ERP) counts, based on the 2001 Census. Australian Demographic Statistics, December 
Quarter 2001 - 2001 Census Edition (Preliminary) (Cat. no. 3101.0) will be released on 6 
June 2002. The publication will provide preliminary State and Territory ERP by five year age 
groups and sex.

Recorded Crime, Australia 2001 (Cat. no. 4510.0) was released on 30 May 2002. The 
2001 issue contains a revised summary of findings focussed on the national changes in 
levels of victimisation, the personal characteristics of victims and characteristics associated 
with the offence such as location, outcome of investigation and weapon used. For the first 
time data is being included on the use of knives and syringes as weapons. More detailed 
State and Territory data will be available separately.

HIGHER CRIMINAL COURTS 


Higher Criminal Courts, Australia 2000-01 (Cat. no. 4513.0) will be released on 4 June 
2002. The publication presents statistics on the criminal workload of the Supreme and 
Intermediate Courts in Australia, including time taken for defendants to be finalised by the 
Higher Courts. This issue will include new tables on offences and penalties associated with 
adjudicated defendants. While the offence and penalty data is experimental, due to the 
concerns associated with the level of unknown/not stated responses for some States and 
Territories, it is considered that it will offer a useful insight into Court activity and outcomes.

Environment Protection, Mining and Manufacturing Industries 2000-01 (Cat. no. 

It contains information about the environment 
protection and management activities of these two industries, by State, ANZSIC Sub- 
division and business size. The publication includes data on both current and capital 
expenditure on various areas of environment protection (Solid waste, liquid waste, air 
emissions and minesite rehabilitation); administration expenditure; measures of water use; 
measures for energy, water and material input savings and waste minimisation; types of 
waste and recyclables; and environment plans.

Count of Australian Business Numbers (ABNs) 


COUNTS OF AUSTRALIAN BUSINESS NUMBERS (ABNs) 


On 26 March 2002 the ABS released Australian Business Register - Counts of ABNs 
(Cat. no. 1369.0.55.001), Australian Business Register Counts of Single Business 
Locations, ANZSIC Industry Division by Postcode (Cat. no. 8136.0.55.001) and 
Australian Business Register, ANZSIC Industry Class by State (Cat. no. 8138.0.55.001). 
These present information on the number of business entities registered at June 2001 with 
the Australian Business Register (ABR) for an active Australian Business Number (ABN). 
Variables of classification include: ANZSIC Industry Divisions or Classes; whether 
employing or non-employing; whether or not actively registered for a Goods and Services 
Tax (GST) role with the ATO; estimated annual turnover; and State or Territory or postcode 
of operation.

TELEWORKING IN NSW 


Teleworking, New South Wales, October 2001 (Cat. no. 1373.1) was released on 11 April 
2002. It is the first ABS survey to look specifically at the issue of teleworking. The 
publication contains data on the frequency and characteristics of teleworkers in NSW, such 
as: age; the sector of employment of teleworkers; the facilities used for teleworking; facilities 
supplied by employers; the reasons for teleworking; and the reasons for not teleworking, or 
not teleworking more often.

FREIGHT MOVEMENT SURVEY 


On 15 March 2002 the ABS released Freight Movements, Australia, Summary, 1 April 
2000 to 31 March 2001 (Cat. no. 9220.0). This new publication provides statistics on tonnes 
and tonnes-kilometres of freight moved within Australia between selected Statistical 
Divisions. This information is cross-classified by the mode of transport (rail, sea, air and 
selected road), the broad commodity grouping (based on the Australian Transport Freight 
Commodity Classification) and the type of freight (liquid bulk, solid bulk, containerised, 
dangerous and refrigerated).

Manufacturing Industry Statistics 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRY STATISTICS 


Manufacturing Industry, Australia, Preliminary, 2000-01 (Cat. no. 8201.0) was released 
on 27 March 2002. It contains the first results from the 2000-01 survey of management 
units and provides information on employment, sales and service income, wages and 
salaries and industry value added data for NSW and other States and Territories. While 
establishment data are no longer available, the new arrangements provide a substantial 
improvement in the quality of management unit data. Final State/Territory results will be 
published in Manufacturing Industry, Australia, 2000-01 (Cat. no. 8221.0), expected to be 
released on 25 September 2002. No State publications will be produced for 2000-01, 
however State publications will be released in Manufacturing Census years with the next 
being scheduled for the 2001-02 reference year. For more information contact John Ridley 
on (02) 9268 4541, email john.ridley@abs.gov.au.
